The duty to disclose 
Linnfon^aUon lo^to b?S^ to patentability is deemed to be satisfied if all informatton krwwn to be matenal 
to SCa^ daim Tssued in . patent was cited by the Office or submitted to the Office in themanner 
SiSmM and 1 .98. However, no patent will be granted on an application ,n oonnecbon wrth 
wWch fraud Ton me S Was practiced or attempted or the duty of disclosure was violated through bad faith or 
intentional misconduct. The Office encourages applicants to carefully examine:
